Introduction 


Although this project rose from the archives of the Calgary Police Service, it is technically 
not an archival work. Nor is it a history or a work of creative non-fiction. It is all of these 
things and none at the same time; a lawless territory, which hides potential dangers for the 
unwary. The water may not be readily apparent to the inexperienced. You never know if you 


are walking on land, in water, both at once, or if you will fall into a hole and discover a body. 


For this project I have extracted texts from a small local archive, a fragmentary, haphazard 
and eccentric collection consisting primarily of donations from retired police officers, to 
trace the development of a state organization over a span of time. These texts include 
ChiefsOrders, police commission meeting minutes, correspondence, criminal investigations, 
detective log books and reports. All of this material was originally gathered, compiled, 
researched and described on a database for the Calgary Police Service, and I have preserved 


the structure of the template. 


I have not imposed a narrative voice, rather assembled and nudged the records into 
chronological order, in the process juxtaposing many voices and types of communication to 
show that not even a law enforcement agency is truly monolithic but instead consists of a 
multiplicity of voices and attitudes, weaving in and out of the local, provincial and national 


society that created it. 


The records used in this project span the years 1927 to 1980. This is where the richest part 
of the actual collection lies, and because these are the years you can most clearly see the 
development of the police department within its society, its incremental professionalism, the 
ebb and flow of concepts such as community policing, and the introduction of training and 
forensic techniques to Calgary. The records also give a firsthand look at the ever-evolving 
duties and missions of a police department as both institution and workplace. Everything 


from dog-catching to homicide investigations. 


In the early years of the Calgary Police Service a lot of attention is paid to vagrancy and 
“unemployed men loitering in the city.” Police deportment is also paramount. Orders issued 
by Chief David Ritchie, an ex-military man who served as chief of police throughout the 
1920s, excoriates “his men” over spitting on the streets, fraternizing with civilians, hanging 
out at cafés, etc. We see Calgary police officers trying to do their job throughout the Great 


Depression, and the war years when the department suffered from a shortage of staff. 


They are also called on to intervene at demonstrations held by communist party members, 
violence directed against people of German and Austrian heritage, riots in cafés, prostitution 
and ongoing antipathy toward the unemployed, especially “unemployed veterans loitering 
and making public nuisances of themselves at the Legion.” Round-ups, curfews and casual 


racism are all recorded as normative police routine and behaviour. 


We see a period of rebuilding after the war and into the 1950s when the department faces 
huge growth and modernization in the City of Calgary. This spurred the recognition that a 
new professionalization was needed to cope with the annexations of territory and ensuing 
population increase. The Automobile Age has arrived with a vengeance, causing more and 
more issues with traffic, as well as the advent of stop signals and endless controversy 


surrounding traffic tags. 


Also in the 1950s and heading into the mid-60s, comes a preoccupation with crowd control. 
Police training is extended to aviation safety, atomic radiation, cold war techniques, bomb 
shelter preparation and protection against chemical warfare. From the late sixties into the 
seventies, we see a further preoccupation with social disruption with the advent of “hippies,” 
music festivals, an increasing public distrust of police agencies. All this societal change 
prompts a new awareness of public relations and new approaches including zone, preventive 


and community policing styles. 


My blurring of the boundaries between archive, history, non-fiction, story is a strategy 
designed to focus on the growth and development of a discrete organization in everyday life, 
but also re-think traditional big-picture, important event approaches to history. I want to 
show how the the small and local sluices into larger currents and how there is no such thing 
as one canonical truth. By selecting the texts and arranging them into chronological orderl 
have, of course, imposed my own individual selection criteria and an embedded narrative 
structure of around time, but I hope to retain the collection’s fragmentary, often eccentric 
nature and challenge the need to impose normative structures on the diversity of voices and 


evolutions that make up the past. 


I want to keep the voices of the source records and bring them into dialogue and/or conflict 
with each other. Most of all I want to show on a structural level that there are no real 
borders or categories. History is always a bogland of archive, official record, personal 
artifacts, duelling voices, fiction, non-fiction, legend and sometimes a few bodies half-buried
